She hail ful 
opportunities of obtaining information 
forming opinions on the subject of her adi,re53 
lue lecturer, who was received with cheeis 
commenced by describing tho general conilitioi 
of females in Soutli India. Native girls nud 
women were, she observed, considered of liitle 
value, i he fathurs considered It a disgrace to 
Have a number of female children, aud parents 
eeneially objected to their daughters attending 
school. Tho marriages ot girls cost a srent 
deal of money in ceremonies and festivities, 
aud soinu persons have been impoverished for 
years by the marriage of their daughters. That 
was one great cause of female infanticide, which 
lie trusted, had now ceased. A Hindoo woman 
had no family name; she was rather a servant 
nan a companion to her husband; and she 
nade S1yeets for idols. The oldest wife, not 
lie prettiest, ruled the others. These old ladies 
uled not only the young wives, but tlie men, 
nd were very conservative in their views

man who was asked to become a Christian re- 
ileo that his wife would not like that. Many 


woman of tlie poorer sort worked harder than 
lie men, but they seemed quite satisfied with 
heir work, even the dragging of heavy stone 
oilers along the roads.

A correspondent writing from Lake City, 
Ool., under date ot^Iay 5, says : 


Prof. Hayden has'gtren southwestern Colo- 


rado a new interest by discovering and descnb- 
ms the ancient ruins in that section, and in 
southeastern Utah. 
The stories told about 


these ruins are very interesting. Tlie fertile 
valley of the Anirnas was densely inhabited and 
highly cultivated by an enlightened race of 
people centuriee ago. The rui us of the houses, 
corrals, towns, fortifications, ditches, pottery 
ware, drawings, noii-iuterpretable writings, &c., 
show that many arts were cultivated by these 
prehistoric people, which are now entirely lost, 
iiieir houses were built of most every kind of 
stone, from small boulders to the finest sand- 
stone. 


The finest of these ruins, and the nearest per- 


fect, are situated about thirty-five miles below 
Anirnas City, in a large valley fifteen miles lon» 
by seven wide, on the west side of the river" 
This valley has been covered with buildin"s of 
every size, the two largest being 300 by 6000 
feet and about 300 feet apart. They are built 
ot small blocks of sandstone, laid in adobe mud 
the outside walls being four feet and the inside 
walls from a foot and a half to three feet thick, 
in the lower story are found portholes a foot 
square. I here are rooms now left and walls for 
about four stories high still standing. Abont 
the second story, on the west side, there was 
once a balcony along tbe length of the buildin" 
No signs of a door are visible i n the outer walls 
and the ingress must have been from the top 
in the inside theie being passages from room to 
room. Most of them are small, from 8 by 10 to 
12 by J4 feet, the doors being 2 by 4 fe«t. 
The

The plan is now a good deal discussed of 


keeping tbe business of liquor selling out of 
the hands of reckless and irresponsible persons. 
As an illustration of the necessity of some re- 
form, we have a case now on trial in Brooklyn. 
Mrs. Richards, under the Civil Damages act, 
has sued one Diedrlck Hoffman, a saloon keep- 
er, $5,000- damages being demanded, for tbe 
loss of her husband's services. She alleges 
that he' was all a husband should be and that 
he supplied all the wants ot the family before 
he began to visit Diedrich's shop. After that, 
it was declared, he stopped attending to busi- 
ness, smashed the furniture, and ill-treated 
Ills wife. She begged Diedrich not to sell 
dnnk to Richards, but that publican, she says, 
merely answered, "I pay my license, and I 
shall do what I please." Here, if he made that 
remark, was evidently a great mistake on the 
part of Mr. Diedrich; and it is one which li- 
censed venders are likely to fall into. A few 
good swinging verdicts might enlighten them 
upon that point, or, under a proper state of 
things, the withdrawal of the license would 
have the same highly desirable result. In this 
sase, however, the jury disagreed. 


Licensed liquor dealers ought to be made to 


understand that they are licensed precisely 
that they may not "do what they please." 
Ihe license means not only liberty but re- 
straint. Those to whom it ia granted are to 
keep quiet and decent places. They are not to 
sell to minors nor to common drunkarks. They 
are not to furnish liquors to those who are al- 
ready inebriated.. They are not to furnish them 
to those who are neglecting their families, impov- 
erishing their estates, aud going rapidly to ruin. 
Ihey are not to sell on Sunday or during cer- 
tain hours on other days. If they maintain dis- 
orderly 
houses, encourage breaches of the 


peace, and, after fair notice, continue to sup- 
ply liquors to those who ought not to use them 
at all, they are liable to indictment or to suits 
inder the act promoted by unhappy wives and 
neglected children. 
Moreover, a man who 


(links that because he is licensed he can " do 
what he pleases,'! is precisely the man wVo 
ought not to be licensed at all. If, unfortu- 
nately, be bas been authorized to keep a spirit 
hop, his authority to do so should be instantly 
withdrawn—tbe sooner and the more 
he better.—Jag JTort IHomte.

Chloral and opium inebriety are already 
becoming dangerously common ; and there are 
hundreds of other stimulants and narcotics to 
which resort may be had. The only remedial 
course is to place tbe inebiiatu where alcohol 
or the provoking cause of his ailment cannot 
be had; for the sight of it, or the smell of it, will 
excite al! the deslic for it. To this treatment, 
sedatives, tonics, and nut, itious food to build 
up the system may be added. To persons hav- 
ing any tendency to inebriety, tlie only safe 
course is absolute abstinence during early life. 
As regards the human race, the disease finds 
its remedy in itself; for degeneracy in any di- 
lection cannot go on indefinitely ; and after 
any qualities, good or bad, attain a certain 
stage of growth, they cease to reproduce them- 
selves. The excessively feoble and nervous 
stocks must perish, and tlie fight for existence 
be maintained between tlie less feeble and less 
nervous aud the well balanced and strong; and 
thus, by a process of successive eliminations, 
a race may be developed that shall be every 
way adapted to the complex condition of a bi»b 
civilization.

only 15 months. The boy, at the direction of 
the court, was taken to the prison in a street 
car, instead of by the van, and will doubtless 
be kindly treated during his confinement. Jus- 
tice is.a handy thing to have around in a civil- 
ized community, but the more gutta peicha 
you scan/get Into a law, the better for society.

DISA.STBOUS FIRE AT BDIDOKPOUI : 11 


LIVES LOST.—About ruidniglit on Thursday 
night last, a fire broke out in Sanford, Glover 
& Co.'s hat factory .it Bridgeport, Conn. 
The 


fire appears to have oiiginated iu the dyeing or 
mixing loom iu the northwest corner of the 
third stoiy ot the main building, and lan along 
that floor until it reached the dummy, by mentis 
of which the iire was communicated to the sto- 
ries below. The main building was 280 feet 
long, 50 feet wide, and 41 stories high. To the 
top of a high basement tlie walls were 1C inches 
thick, but above that came a story 18 feet, and 
two others 11 feet high, surmounted by an al- 
lic, all supported by 12-iucli walls, tlie windows 
being 48 
inches 
wide and 
the 
columns 


between them only 40 inches. While volun- 
teeis were engaged in removing goods from the 
building, an entrance was effected into the of- 
fice, a one-story building, at the northeast cor- 
ner of the factory, and a dozen or twenty men 
rushed in and began to get out the safe, coun- 
ter and otliPf appurtenances. Suddenly, and 
with out warning to those inside, the back and 
then the front walls fell out leaving the two 
highest walls uustippoited. The one adjoining 
the office leaned outwaid, and, as a shriek went 
up from hundreds of spectators, fell upon tho 
roof of the ofiice, crushing Lhrouj;!i to the base- 
meiit. and burjing in the ruins those who h.id 


escaped with a gash un his forehead, when in- 
terrogated as Lo whether any one reiUtiiiied in- 
side, replied tli.it there were a do/.en iu theie, 
which number proves to h ive been nearly cor- 
rect, 11 bodies ha\ ing been recovered, nearly 
all of them leai fully ciushcil and moie or less 
burned. At the same lime the east end wall 
also fell, carrying lire into a building 110 feet 
long and 30 fret wide. This was also com- 
pletely destroyed, together \viLh the engine and 
boiler looms adjoining. 
Tire walls fell at about 


12:30 A. M., aim as soon as possible search for 
the missing was begun, hut it was 5 o'clock be- 
fore the first body was recovered. A Coroner's 
jury was immediately summoned and rendered 
tlie following unanimous \erdict: "The juiy 
find lhat 11 persons eame to their deaths by 
the falling of the east wall of Glover, Sanford & 
Sons' factoiy, eausfd by the burning of the 
building. They fuitherfind that the supply of 
water from the hydrants weie wholly inade- 
quate. Had Ihere been sufficient water, Ihe 
Fire Department would have stopped the con- 
flagration which caused the falling of the walls." 
The loas of property was estimated at &250.000.

Many of our readers may still remember the 


circumstances of Mr. P. F. Wislar having a 
hone and two calves stolon by John Sier and 
Jonathan Horack, For* whose apprehension Mr. 
W. offered the large i award of $200. They 
were tried before Judge Chapman at the Feb- 
uiaiy term of Quaiter Session in 1871, convict- 
ed and sentenced to the Penitentiary for ten 
years. Sir. Wislar after notifying the Judge 
and Prosecuting Attorney, and giving public 
notice to the people, individually made applica- 
tion to the Boaid of Paidons, for the release of 
Jonathan liorack for the balance of his term of 
imprisonment, and the prayer was granted by 
the board and liis pardon, racommended to the 
Governor on Thursday last, and no doubt but 
that Mr. Horack will regain his liberty the pres- 
ent week, after sullefmg an impiisonmeut of 
six years and three months. The punishment 
was very severe for the extent, of the crime, but 
horse stealing had become rife in this county 
at that time, which made it necessary and 
pi oper for J udge Chapman to impose a vigorous 
sentence in view of checking the evil, for Jacob 
W. Bowman had a valuable horse stolen only 
four weeks'previous, which was never heard of 
afterwards, and numerous other thefts of poul- 
try and depredations were committed at the 
same time and Philadelphia was the hiding 
place to which the free booteis would resort 
with the plunder, and in the most caaes would 
escape punishment. But in stealing from Mr. 
Wislar, they wakened up the wiong customer. 
They intended to do a thriving business on his 
capital. Stole the horse on Sunday night, and 
the following Saturday night stole the calves, 
which Mr. Wislar saw grazing iu his field after 
sundown, but was surprised to find them iu 
Philadelphia a short time after sun up next 
morning, whither he had wont to see if tho trap 
he had set, sprung on the thieves, and ha found 
them safely locked up in the station house, 
quick woik that forsooth. But now that Mr. 
W. has relented and procured the pardon of 
one of the prisoners, why should he hesitate In 
obtaining a pardon likewise for John Sier, both 
were guilty alike, and if the pardon of Horack 
was meritorious, extend the hand of mercy to 
Sier.

above, the large eyes set in the upper back por- 
tion of the head, and the long bill. Have an- 
other boy with you as additional witness. 
Crawl up along the fence and see him cast a 
guilty look around as lie puts the bird carefully 
in his pocket. After he has gone, seek the 
spot and search for a feather. Fiud one that 
is warm and moist at the root, and the evidence 
Is complete. All we want is your story truth- 
fully told; if conviction follows, you arc guar- 
anteed by the editor of this column a five dollar 
bill for your trouble.

At Dock street wharf, 
however, after his catch of shad was sqld, and 
while counting them, the " peculiar " fish was 
at once recognized as a salmon, and Captain 
Fauuce was paid an additional price for Ufs 
prize. It weighed eight pounds and a half. 


A few hours afterwaids the iish was bought 


by Mrs. Upperman, of the Fifth street matket. 
It was a male and of perfectly symmetrical 
form, the red spots upon :ts side being plainly 
visible. The captain of an eastern craa now 
in port, who often saw salmon just after they 
were taken in the waters of Maine, said it was 
as handsome a specimen of its size as he ever 
saw. 
Several oilers for the fish weie made, 


but it was secured by Mr. E, K. Cope, of Ger- 
mantown, for the sum of six dollars. 
It was 


found to be remarkably fat, and Mr. C. pro- 
nounced it the best fish that he had ever tasted, 
and had the satisfaction of assisting to eat the 
first salmon ever recorded to have been taken 
in the Delaware. 


This indisputable evidence that the water ol 


the river is suited to thehabitsof the salmon 
should stimulate the Fish Commissioners of 
this State and New Jersey to make renewed 
efforts to introduce it. There is every reason 
to believe that the specimen taken is' one of the 
fiy originally placed in the river, and as the 
upper waters abound in numerous and deep 
pools wTi'ere seines do not enter, it is not im- 
probable that other salmon are now disporting 
in these congenial Waters.—Germantown Tele- 
graph.

In the 
economy of nature it is designed that an equal 
balance shall exist, but man destroys the de* 
stroyer of his own pests, The vei y farmers are 
virulent and peislstent bird destroyers mei<>ly 
became tha rob|n appropriates a few cherries 
to his own use, nr another bird tampers with a 
little grain. -To raise the gun, and with a load 
of powder and shot to murder a robin or black 
biid is but tUe work of an instant. But the 
man who does it, could not in a week collect 
the hundredth part of the injurious grubs and 
eggs which the bird would gather in a day. A 
rubln cannot produce 'over eight or ten youug 
In a year, hut the mature worm deposits fiom 
200 to 2,000 eggs, and many qf them asfe double- 
brooded.

Suppose 
the bird killed had eaten but one huudred; if 
one-fourth of these had matured, each laying one 
hundred and fifty eggs (a'very small estimate), 
is it not evident that by the destruction qjf the 
bird he has:set three thousand'seven hundred 
and fifty mouths at work to destroy vegeta- 
tion?
